Among  the  many  great  collections  is  the  notable  W.  Russell  Lloyd  Estate  out  of  Pennsylvania.  This  is  a  group  of  coins  including  a  complete 
set  of  Indian  and  Flying  Eagle  Cents  in  proof  that  have  not  been  on  the  market  in  over  40  years.

Superior  Galleries,  Inc.  (A  subsidiary  of  Tangible  Asset  Galleries,  Stock  Symbol  TAGZ)  is  pleased  to  announce  the 
completion  of  its  Pre-Long  Beach  Coin  and  Collectibles  Exposition  Auction  with  much  better  than  expected  results. 

The  total  prices  realized  for  the  sale  were  $5,479,750  or  approximately  20  Percent  more  than  expected! 

The  three  corner  stone  collections  did  extremely  well.  They  are  as  follows:  The  Robinson  Brown  Jr.  Collection  of 
Large  Cents  from  1840-1857,  realized  $1,282,250,  on  a  presale  estimate  of  approximately  $700,000  or  more  than  70% 
above  estimate.  Next,  the  Bill  Weber  Collection  of  Colonials  and  Half  Cents,  which  realized  $879,750,  on  a  presale 
estimate  of  less  than  $375,000,  or  more  than  double  the  estimate!

We  had  more  than  1 ,000  Internet  Bidders  with  total  sales  to  the  Internet  of  $669,622,  which  maybe  the  record  for  any 
internet  coin  auction.  Ebay  was  extremely  pleased  with  the  Internet  participation  and  stated  that  they  would  research 
to  see  if  this  sale  had  the  highest  gross  sales  for  any  Ebay  Live  Auction. 

Amongst  some  highlights  sold  on  the  internet  were  the  following:  Lot  4238  the  1802  Half  Dime  NGC  AU  50  amongst 
the  finest  known  which  realized  $74,750,  also  Lot  3083  the  1909-S  Indian  Cent  in  MS  66  Red  PCGS  realized  $17,250  against 
a  presale  estimate  of  $5,400-$6,400.  Lot  3224,  the  1955  Lincoln  cent  double  die  in  MS  65  Red  PCGS  sold  for  $29,900  on 
a  presale  estimate  of  $18,000-$22,000. 

Needless  to  say  the  Internet  participation  was  extraordinary.  We  attribute  this  to  our  unique  joint-marketing  efforts 
with  Ebay  (EBAY)  and  the  continuing  trend  of  Internet  participation. 

Numerous  items  broke  the  $50,000  mark,  including  several  Half  Cent  coins  from  1794,  1802  and  1805,  achieving 
$57,000,  $59,800  and  $63,250  respectively.  Another  item  of  great  interest  was  a  One  Dollar  Gold  of  1855  which  brought 
$55,000.

1  1737  Spanish  Pillar  Type  8  Reales  Mexico  Mint  Assayer  MF.  Extremely 

Fine  40.  Mint  state  sharpness  but  sea-salvaged  with  a  couple  patches  of 
minor  roughness  on  the  left  side  of  the  obverse  and  right  side  of  the 
reverse.  Otherwise  frosty  bright  silver  with  light  bluish  steel  and  gold 
toning  in  protected  areas.  Sharp  details.  An  attractive  example  of  our 
colonial  "dollar."  Weight  411.9  grains. 


3  1652  Massachusetts  Oak  Tree  Twopence.  Noe-34  Rarity-5.  Extremely 

Fine  40.  Glossy  dark  gray  with  light  silvery  gray  highpoints,  the  contrast 
accenting  the  details.  The  obverse  is  aligned  slightly  to  K-9  while  the 
reverse  is  nicely  centered.  The  legends  are  strong  and  complete,  only 
MASA  tight  to  the  rim.  The  planchet  is  slightly  uneven  and  a  small 
bulge  shows  close  under  the  M.  Otherwise  a  choice  example  for  the 
grade.  Weight  11.2  grains. 


4  1652  Massachusetts  Oak  Tree  Sixpence.  Noe-22  Rarity-5.  PCGS  graded 

Very  Fine  25.  Glossy  light  gray  with  some  deeper  bluish  gray  toning  in 
protected  areas.  The  obverse  was  most  likely  lightly  cleaned  long  ago, 
but  it  has  retoned  nicely.  No  notable  marks,  but  the  planchet  has  the 
usual  wavy  "S  bend"  characteristic  of  these  pieces.  The  obverse  is  mis¬ 
aligned  a  bit  to  K-l  leaving  the  tops  of  THVS  off  the  planchet.  The 
reverse  is  properly  centered  and  the  legend  is  strong.  Weight  listed  as 
34.0  grains  on  the  PCGS  label. 


2  1662  Massachusetts  Oak  Tree  Twopence.  Small  Date.  Noe-29  Rarity-6+. 

PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Glossy  deep  gray  with  lighter  sil¬ 
very  gray  highpoints  and  delicate  overtones  of  bluish  steel  in  protected 
areas.  There  are  some  light  contact  marks  around  the  E  in  MASATH- 
VSETS,  but  it  takes  a  good  glass  to  see  them.  The  obverse  is  aligned 
slightly  off  center  to  K-7,  as  usual,  while  the  reverse  is  nicely  centered. 
The  legends  are  strong  and  complete,  except  for  the  tops  of  MA,  which 
touch  the  rim  due  to  the  misalignment.  An  attractive  example  of  an 
extremely  rare  variety.  Weight  listed  as  12.3  grains  on  the  PCGS  label. 


1652  Massachusetts  Oak  Tree  Sixpence.  Noe-21  Rarity-5.  Very  Good  8. 

Glossy  light  silvery  gray  with  medium  gray  toning  in  protected  areas. 
The  surfaces  are  uneven,  probably  from  being  slightly  bent,  then 
straightened,  followed  by  additional  circulation.  The  date  and  denomi¬ 
nation  are  clear,  and  most  of  the  legend  is  readable.  At  least  half  the  oak 
tree  remains  clear.  Weight  31.6  grains. 
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SHARP  NOE-1  OAK  TREE  SHILLING 


6  1652  Massachusetts  Oak  Tree  Shilling.  Noe-1  Rarity-3.  PCGS  graded 

About  Uncirculated  58.  Choice  glossy  medium  gray  with  lighter  silvery 
gray  toning  on  the  highpoints.  No  marks  or  planchet  flaws,  just  a  touch 
of  very  light  friction  on  the  highpoints.  The  planchet  is  slightly  wavy 
from  the  rocker  press,  the  strongest  wave  left  of  the  XII.  The  planchet  is 
oval  shaped,  as  usual  for  this  variety.  The  obverse  is  rather  well  centered 
while  the  reverse  is  off  a  bit  to  the  left.  A  very  attractive  example,  finer 
than  the  examples  offered  in  the  Hain  sale.  Weight  listed  on  the  PCGS 
label  as  71.6  grains. 


RARE  NOE-13  EX  HILLYER  RYDER-F.C.C.  BOYD 


1652  Massachusetts  Oak  Tree  Shilling.  Noe-13  Rarity-6.  PCGS  graded 
About  Uncirculated  55.  Nice  light  silvery  gray  with  traces  of  frosty  mint 
luster  in  protected  areas.  Virtually  free  of  marks,  a  tiny  nick  on  the  left 
bottom  of  the  6  offering  a  small  identifying  defect.  The  obverse  is  mis¬ 
aligned  slightly  to  K-5,  as  usual,  while  the  reverse  is  nicely  centered,  also 
normal  for  this  variety.  The  date  and  legends  are  strong  except  for  the 
tops  of  TS  IN  MA,  which  are  off  the  planchet  due  to  the  die  misalign¬ 
ment  Second  finest  known  of  this  very  rare  variety,  and  the  finest  is  only 
slightly  nicer.

Whether  he  wanted 
there  to  be  14  stars,  or  whether  he  just  lost  count,  the  record  is  silent  on 
this  account.  But  collectors  have  long  revered  the  14  star  reverse  as  a  par¬ 
ticularly  elusive  (and  therefore  desirable)  issue.  In  high  grade  like  this 
lovely  Extremely  Fine  40,  it  is  all  but  unavailable.

JR,  in  their  reference  book  on  the 
series,  suggests  that  some  of  the  120,780  dimes  reportedly  struck  in  1805 
may  have  been  dated  1804,  since  "a  total  of  about  17,000  dimes  dated 
1804  would  be  more  in  keeping  with  the  number  of  dimes  of  that  date 
that  appear  in  auctions  today."

The  four-dollar  gold  piece  was  first  suggested  as  an  interna¬ 
tional  coin  by  John  A  Kasson,  then  United  States  minister  to 
Austria,  who  had  formerly  been  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
Coinage,  Weights  and  Measures.  He  thought  it  was  desirable  to 
have  a  gold  coin  approximating  the  value  of  those  coins  based 
on  the  metric  system  used  in  the  European  countries  such  as  the 
Austrian  8  florins,  the  French  20  francs,  the  Italian  20  lire,  the 
Spanish  20  pesetas,  and  the  Dutch  8  florins. 

The  committee  on  coinage  favored  the  plan  and  suggested  that 
a  name  "suitable  for  the  four-dollar  coin  would  be  'One  Stella,' 
in  analogy  to  one  eagle,  both  the  star  and  the  eagle  being 
National  emblems  on  our  coins." 

Patterns  for  the  new  proposal  were  struck  in  1879  and  again  in 
1880,  using  two  obverses.  Gold,  copper,  aluminum,  and  some 
copper-gilt  specimens  were  created  both  to  test  the  dies  and  to 
elicit  favorable  comment  from  the  Congress.  Interestingly,  the 
denomination  is  expressed  three  times  on  the  reverse  since  the 
term  "one  Stella"  was  intended  to  apply  exclusively  to  the  four- 
dollar  denomination.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  very  similar 
to  the  designs  featured  on  varieties  of  1879.  Charles  E.  Barber 
created  the  flowing  hair  design;  George  T.  Morgan  the  coiled 
hair  type.

Bronzing"  is  (or  was)  a  technique  the  Mint  borrowed  from  the  British 
around  the  1820s.  Descriptions  of  how  the  bronzing  powder  was  applied 
are  skimpy.  It  seems  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Royal  Mint  wanted  to 
keep  its  formula  a  secret.  The  powder  was  probably  applied  to  the 
planchets  before  striking.  The  resulting  coin  has  a  deep  red-brown, 
almost  brick-red  color  and  soft,  matte-like  texture.  Which  brings  up  a 
good  question:  Why  "bronze"  a  bronze  coin  in  the  first  place?  The  answer 
is  quite  simple:  It  was  done  to  retard  corrosion  and  spotting.  If  one  were 
to  examine  medals  and  certain  US  copper  Proofs  as  early  as  the  1820s,  as 
well  as  Pattern  Eagle  Proofs  like  this  1863,  it  will  be  immediately  appar¬ 
ent  that  the  process  was  a  success.  The  surfaces  remain  spot-free  in 
nearly  all  cases.

Among  the  highest  grades  awarded  the  rare  1889-CC  silver  dol¬ 
lar,  this  important  issue  is  immediately  seen  for  what  it  is:  a 
boldly  struck,  original,  fully  brilliant  specimen  that  just  brushes 
up  against  gem  65  status.  Collectors  differentiate  normal,  satiny 
luster,  with  its  tradition  of  "cartwheel"  resonance  from  the  much 
scarcer  finish  (hence,  more  desired)  found  on  only  a  few  first- 
strike  examples  of  each  date.  This  latter  finish  arose  when  the 
mint  die  maker  prepared  his  die  by  giving  it  a  fine  polish.  The 
first  few  hundred  or  so  coins  struck  from  a  new  die  result  in 
mirror  finish  in  the  fields,  what  is  known  as  "prooflike"  in  the 
hobby.  True  Proofs,  with  intentional  mirror  surface  and  con¬ 
trasting  frosty  devices,  are  another  thing,  and  were  sold  each 
year  in  sets  to  collectors  at  a  premium  over  face  value.  Proofs 
were  generally  made  only  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Of  proof¬ 
like  coins,  those  having  noticeable  depth  in  their  mirror  finish 
are  most  appreciated  when  "deep  mirror",  as  the  coins  offered 
in  this  lot  and  the  next.  Collectors  esteem  them  for  their  great 
rarity  and  will  often  expend  much  time  and  energy  assembling 
a  set  having  such  enhancement.

As 
early  as  1801  he  sought  a  post  in  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  but  Chief 
Engraver  Robert  Scot  was  unwilling  to  tolerate  any  outsiders,  fearing 
replacement.  However,  by  1807  Scot's  age  and  health,  and  probably  eye¬ 
sight,  were  a  source  of  enough  official  concern  that  the  Mint  authorities 
began  a  search  for  assistant  engravers.  On  April  1, 1807,  they  hired  Reich, 
at  $600  per  year  (even  then  a  pittance  for  so  demanding  a  job).

When  all  was  said  and  done,  only  483  Round  and  645  Octagonal  $50  gold  I 
pieces  were  sold.  And  it  can  be  assumed  (though  no  separate  records  I 
were  kept  in  this  regard)  that  numerous  specimens  in  the  hands  of  the  ■ 
public  were  melted  after  the  federal  government  seized  America's  gold  I 
coins  in  1933.

Cameo.  Second  type  of  gold  dollar  featuring  a  larger  size 
planchet  and  narrower  head  of  Liberty,  whose  adornment 
switches  from  a  coronet  to  a  feather  headdress  inscribed  LIB¬ 
ERTY  in  tiny  incuse  lettering.  A  resplendent,  spotless  example 
of  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Gold  Dollar  Proofs.  The  devices  pro¬ 
vide  excellent  frosted  relief  against  the  mirror  field,  making 
them  stand  forth  all  the  more.  Only  moderately  less  rare  than 
the  1854  Type  2  (of  which  only  five  Proofs  were  made),  and  the 
only  other  date  of  this  three-year  design  obtainable  in  Proof 
state.  The  present  specimen  is  permanently  identifiable  by  lint 
marks  (from  bits  of  fiber  adhering  to  dies  at  striking),  one  close 
to  rim  near  U,  another  hanging  down  from  truncation,  others  in 
field  near  RI,  at  right  foot  of  large  1,  and  near  leaf  point  right  of 
date.

From  these  the  grading  ser¬ 
vices  have  graded  this  coin,  and  two  or  possibly  three  examples 
Proof  66  (this  NGC  isn't  listed  in  the  latest  compiling,  while  2

In  the  Eliasberg 
catalog  it  was  called  "Another  Landmark  Gold  Dollar,  a  legend¬ 
ary  piece  which  will  be  forever  remembered  in  the  annals  of  the 
series."

1894  1796  With  Stars.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Despite  having  been 

cleaned,  polished  and  roughed  up  some  during  its  passage 
through  two  hundred-plus  years,  a  coin  that  any  diehard  collec¬ 
tor  would  love  to  own  for  its  historic  relevance.  In  1796  there 
were  two  Types  of  the  Quarter  Eagle,  the  first  without  stars  [963 
made]  and  this  with  stars  variety  [432]  which  is  much  rarer.  The 
entire  mintage,  consisting  of  coins  from  an  obverse  die  whose 
stars  are  arranged  8  +  8,  was  delivered  January  14,  1797  to  the 
Treasury.  All  but  a  few  dozen  are  lost  or  destroyed,  leaving  a 
small  residual  for  collectors  to  fight  over.

low-gold  luster,  a  minimum  of  surface  marks  and  only  slight  adjusting  lines,  plus  nice  rims.  Any  adjustment  is  exclusively  in  the  hair  which,  as  a  high  point,  lies 
opposite  the  shield  on  the  reverse,  hence  the  typical  weak  centers  of  this  specimen.  There  is  an  area  of  planchet  granularity  at  the  tip  of  the  bottom  serif  of  E  of 
STATES  and  another  rough  spot  following  the  last  letter  of  that  word,  which  can  be  used  for  purposes  of  identity.  NGC  holder  566120-001. 

Quarter  eagles  dated  1806  are  from  two  different  varieties,  both  overdates.  These  are  the  first  true  overdates  of  the  quarter  eagle  denomination.  This  obverse  die 
was  already  prepared  for  use  in  1804,  but  never  actually  saw  service  until  Mint  personnel  placed  it  into  service  in  1806,  when  they  changed  the  date  to  read  1806 
by  punching  a  digit  6  over  the  existing  4,  then  hardened  the  steel  preparatory  to  putting  the  die  into  the  coining  press.  (It  is  nearly  impossible  to  safely  re-enter  a 
date  into  a  hardened  die,  they  usually  crack,  that  is  why  suitable  dies  ready  to  be  used  are  left  in  their  "softened"  condition  until  needed.  A  die  can  be  heated  and 
resoftened,  but  this,  also  is  a  difficult  procedure  prone  to  failure;  see  next  lot,  the  1806/5  for  one  of  the  rare  exceptions  to  this  rule.) 

Only  about  80  examples  of  this  die  variety  exist  from  a  mintage  of  1,616  coins  for  both  varieties  combined.  Walter  Breen  predicted  the  mintage  of  this  single  die 
variety  to  be  1,136  coins,  a  close  estimate.

1897  1806.  6  over  5.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Highest  Certified:  population  1,  with  0  higher.  A  brilliant  specimen  with  semi-reflective  fields.  The  strike,  unusual 

for  this  date  and  most  assuredly  unlike  that  seen  on  most  early  Quarter  Eagles,  is  remarkably  bold.  Liberty's  cap,  drapery,  and  hair  are  well  defined.  For  its  part, 
the  eagle  and  shield  have  only  minor  weak  areas  at  the  center.  The  rims  are  mark-free.  Mintage  for  1806  consisted  of  1,136  pieces  with  stars  8  by  5  and  480  piece 
with  stars  7  by  6.  This  is  the  rarer  of  the  two  and  is  unusual  to  find  in  this  high  grade.  One  of  the  greatest  rarities  in  the  early  Quarter  Eagle  series. 

The  mint  produced  only  tiny  numbers  of  Quarter  Eagles  in  the  early  1800s  because  depositors  preferred  larger  Half  Eagle  denominations  in  return  for  their  bul¬ 
lion  deposits.  It  wasn't  until  the  early  1830s  that  mintage  caught  up  to  the  Half  Eagles.  NGC  has  graded  this  solo  Mint  State  63  example  (none  reported  by  PCGS), 
and  there  are  none  higher.  (NGC  holder  623014-001). 

This  is  technically  the  same  die  variety  as  1805,  Breen-6121.  The  1805-dated  obverse  die  was  softened  and  punched  with  a  digit  6,  to  create  an  1806-dated  die.  In 
most  cases  the  old  die  was  continued  in  service  into  later  years  as  long  as  it  was  still  usable.  For  some  unknown  reason,  it  was  thought  desirable  to  change  the 
date  in  1806  when  the  new  year  arrived.  Quarter  dollars  and  half  dollars  are  also  known  with  similar  overdates,  utilizing  obverse  dies  that  had  seen  service  the 
previous  year.  This  is  a  rarity  in  the  early  quarter  eagle  series  with  only  about  20  examples  known.

about  any  $3  gold  Proof  is  rare,  many  are  very  rare  with  low  mintage,  with  1876  being  a  prime  example.  Only  45  were  issued.  Many  were  later  melted,  leaving  a 
smaller  total  population  for  collectors  to  acquire.  The  present  example  has  attractive  golden  to  coppery  orange  color  with  some  hairlines  in  the  fields  but  without 
spotting  or  any  discoloration.  Strike  is  outstanding,  as  is  the  overall  visual  appearance  -  just  the  thing  for  a  top-quality  gold  Type  Set.  (PCGS  #2341682) 

This  issue  was  only  struck  in  Proof  format.  As  such,  the  centennial  three-dollar  gold  coin  is  among  the  rarest  of  all  United  States  gold  issues.  Relative  to  other 
proof  issues  of  this  era,  the  mintage  and  survival  rate  are  higher  than  average,  with  about  25  examples  in  existence  today.

Prominent  overdate  with  elements  of  the  5  visible  above  the  upper  curve 
of  6,  above  and  within  the  circle  of  the  6;  the  ball  of  the  5  a  part  of  the  lower  curve  of  this  numeral.  America's  first  gold  coin  overdate  (there  is  also  a  Half  Dime 
dated  1796/5).  This  overdate  began  a  long  tradition  to  extends  to  the  modem  period  and  enchants  collectors  and  variety  specialists  alike.

made  its  appearance  in  the  boom-time  market  in  1990  as  one  of  the  premiere  coins  in  the  Auction  '90  sale  catalog.  Graded  "Mint  State  62"  and  now  in  this  PCGS 
Mint  State  60  holder  #4835908,  it  realized  $92,500.  It  is  the  second  finest  known  example  of  this  rarest  of  all  U.S.  Eagles.  Tracing  to  the  famous  Granberg-Woodin- 
Newcomer  sales,  it  is  pictured  in  the  Coin  Collector's  Journal  for  May  1934,  and  later  sold  in  the  Dr.  Angus  Black  Collection  Sale  (61st  Sale)  conducted  by  New 
Netherlands  Coin  Company  in  June  1970.  In  that  sale,  the  catalogers  (John  Ford  and  Walter  Breen)  succinctly  described  the  coin  as  follows: 

1795.  Eagle  standing  on  branch  with  nine  leaves  (regular  has  thirteen).  Breen  4-C;  Adams  5;  not  in  Clapp;  Newcomer  439  (Rarity  7).  Strictly  Uncirculated;  a  proof¬ 
like  early  impression  from  the  dies.  Sharply  struck  except  at  centers;  the  eagle  s  breast  soft  but  frosty.  The  obverse  is  full  of  adjustment  marks,  and  shows  clusters 
of  the  same  pre-striking  chips,  laminations  and  granular  defects  that  appear  on  all  other  known  examples  of  this  rarity.  The  reverse  appears  much  more  beautiful, 
as  it  has  only  a  few  light  adjustment  marks  and  minor  scattered  granular  and  other  defects,  which  allow  the  reflective  original  gloss  to  show  in  its  practically  pris¬ 
tine  state.  Almost  free  of  signs  of  handling;  entirely  free  of  ay  worse  than  trivial  ones."  A  coin  of  the  highest  importance. 

The  1  /  95  nine  leaves  is  the  rarest  early  Eagle  by  far,  perhaps  twice  as  rare  as  the  famous  1798  7  +  6  stars  and,  in  fact,  the  1795  nine  leaves  lays  strong  claim  to  being 
the  rarest  of  all  U.S.  Eagles.  A  single  pair  of  dies  struck  all  pieces  and  constituted  just  a  small  portion  of  the  960  Eagles  delivered  on  June  22, 1796  under  Warrant 
No.  60.  Hilt  estimates  that  only  210  of  the  960  were  the  nine  leaves  variety,  a  number  that  certainly  seems  consistent  with  the  coin's  rarity.  To  the  best  of  our  knowl¬ 
edge,  there  are  fewer  than  a  dozen  known  specimens. 

The  reason  for  the  rarity  of  this  type  is  immediately  apparent,  as  on  the  present  lot  the  reverse  breaks  at  first  T  of  STATES  and  second  leaf  tip  from  right  are  much 
heavier  than  on  the  others  known,  and  on  all  gold  denominations,  dies  were  discarded  immediately  upon  discovery  of  pronounced  breaks  or  flawing  ~  unlike  the 
mind  practice  for  silver  and  copper  denominations.

LIBERTY  centered  and 
bottoms  of  LI  are  very  close  to  cap.  Star  16  is  lower  than  star  1. 
Date  centered,  even,  and  closer  to  denticles  than  bust.  Reverse 
shows  eagle  atop  a  palm  branch  with  11  leaves.  Neither  T  of 
UNITED  or  ER  of  AMERICA  touches  wings,  though  each  of 
those  letters  is  very  close.  Topmost  leaf  of  wreath  touches  bot¬ 
tom  right  serif  of  E  in  STATES.  Bottom  of  palm  branch  near 
touches  left  base  of  final  A  in  AMERICA  but  does  not.  Early  die 
state  with  crack  just  beginning  from  top  of  cap.

The  1870-CC  is  one  of  the  two  rarest  Carson  City  Mint  Eagles,  compara¬ 
ble  in  overall  rarity  to  the  lower  mintage  1879-CC.  However,  if  one  takes 
condition  into  account  as  well  as  overall  rarity,  then  the  1870-CC  would 
have  to  be  rated  the  rarest  Eagle  from  this  Mint,  since  the  average  grade 
is  only  about  Very  Fine.  In  fact,  only  the  famous  Double  Eagle  of  the 
same  date  surpasses  the  1870-CC  Eagle  as  the  most  difficult  to  acquire  of 
all  Carson  City  gold  coins.  Basically,  the  only  specimens  available  (and 
there  aren't  really  that  many)  grade  Fine  or  VF.  The  1870-CC  is  prohibi¬ 
tively  rare  in  full  Extremely  Fine  condition.  According  to  the  Akers  refer¬ 
ence  on  the  series,  only  one  specimen  reported  in  About  Uncirculated.  To 
the  best  of  our  knowledge,  this  very  rare  date  is  unknown  in  strictly 
uncirculated  condition.

According  to  historical  records,  on  November  26,  1858,  a  violent  earth¬ 
quake  struck  the  city  of  San  Francisco  at  12:35  a.m.  At  the  Musical  Hall, 
where  the  Independent  Guards  were  having  a  ball,  the  shock  was  not 
noticed  on  the  dancing  floor,  though  the  building  was  much  shaken.  In 
the  Merchants'  Exchange  building,  opposite  the  Custom  House,  some 
large  cracks  were  made,  and  a  portion  of  the  cornice  of  the  U.S.  District 
Courtroom  was  shaken  down.  At  City  Hall  some  small  pieces  of  plaster 
were  shaken  off.  In  many  portions  of  the  city  bells  were  rung  and  crock¬ 
ery  rattled.  There  was  much  damage  at  San  Jose,  although  the  "Granite 
Lady"  Mint  building  where  this  1858-S  double  eagle  was  made  remained 
undamaged.  This  event  took  place  nearly  50  years  prior  to  the  more 
famous  disaster  of  1906.

1883  is  famous  as  a  proof-only  date,  and  long  considered  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Double  Eagles  because  mint  reports  included  only  the  40  with  the  Proof  Sets  (no 
business  strikes).  Slightly  less  rare  than  the  smaller  denominations,  or  than  the  1884.  One  of  only  92  made:  40  with  sets  February  10,  3  more  before  March  30, 15, 13 
and  21  in  last  3  quarters.

orange-peel  look  to  it,  characteristic  of  U.S.  made  proof  gold  coins.  As  for  the  strike,  it  is  incredibly  bold!  Full  needle-point  stars  on  the  obverse,  similar  sharpness 
in  the  stars  that  comprise  the  inner  circle  of  the  reverse  Glory  that  surmounts  the  eagle.  Full  hair  waves  on  Liberty  and  a  curving  coronet  lined  with  little  pearl 
beads  that  only  rarely  show  in  their  entirety.  The  devices,  which  are  frosted,  draw  your  attention  to  them  in  this  lovely  cameo  composition.  As  is  the  case  in  other 
Philadelphia  Mint  dates  from  1881-1887,  mintage  was  very  low.  Indeed,  only  121  Proof  1887  Double  Eagles  were  struck  -  and  no  business  strikes,  unlike  1885  or 
1886  in  which  a  few  hundred  of  the  latter  are  known.  The  1887  Proof  uses  the  same  reverse  as  that  in  1886,  with  a  tiny  break  in  the  right  tail  feathers  just  below  the 
arrow;  the  left  petal  of  the  fleur  de  lys  below  the  beak  is  disconnected.  Possibly  25  to  35  survive,  though  some  are  impaired  and  this  one  is  not. 

Because  most  other  rare  Philadelphia  Mint  dates  are  also  available  as  business  strikes  while  the  1887,  a  proof-only  date,  is  not,  the  1887  necessarily  ranks  as  one  of 
the  rarest  of  all  Double  Eagles  from  the  standpoint  of  total  number  known.  It  outranks  the  1881, 1885  and  1886  and  is  surpassed  among  all  Liberty  Head  twenties

There  are  two  variants  generally  collected  as  varieties:  "flat  rim" 
and  "knife-rim,"  generally  known  by  the  misnomers  "flat  edge" 
and  "wire  edge."  (The  edge  shows  motto  and  stars;  the  rim  is 
the  boundary  between  border  and  edge.)  Many  estimates  agree 
that  the  approximately  3,000  struck  in  November  1907  had  flat 
rims,  the  8,250-odd  of  December  showed  knife-rims.  This  detail 
consists  of  a  thin  raised  flange  or  fin  around  half  or  more  than 
half  the  circumference  on  either  side  (usually  both),  manifestly 
from  metal  being  squeezed  between  the  collar  and  dies  on  suc¬ 
cessive  blows  at  striking.  It  is  irregular  enough  to  have  been 
most  likely  unintentional,  unlike  that  on  the  "Type  I"  Saint- 
Gaudens  $10s  of  1907;  it  may  have  caused  difficulties  in  ejecting 
coins  from  the  dies,  and  doubtless  made  Barber  feel  all  the  more 
justified  in  opposing  the  design  as  an  impractical  presidential 
whim.

The  biography  of  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  includes  the  sculp¬ 
tor's  formative  years  as  a  cameo  maker's  apprentice  and  his  first 
collaborations  in  the  1870s.  His  first  public  commission  was  for 
the  Farragut  Memorial  in  New  York.  The  Standing  Lincoln 
memorial  of  1885  and  the  Adams  Memorial  of  1886  are  among 
his  best-known  works.  His  Shaw  Memorial,  an  extraordinary 
relief  monument,  is  considered  by  many  to  be  among  the  best 
sculptural  works  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Saint-Gaudens  con¬ 
tinued  to  work  at  Cornish,  New  Hampshire,  during  the  last 
decade  of  his  life. 

The  design  process  of  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  for  the  $10 
Indian  and  $20  standing  Liberty  design  included  clay  sketches 
and  enlarged  plaster  versions  of  his  works,  as  well  as  a  unique 
gold  MCMVII  Indian  head  $20  gold  pattern  that  is  the  envy  of 
every  collector  who  sees  it  or  even  a  photograph  of  it!

Until  Pres.  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt  abolished  gold  coinage  in  1933,  there  was  only  one  more  design  change  after  1908.  Coins  of  1912-33  show  48  obverse  stars 
instead  of  the  former  46,  commemorating  the  admission  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  as  forty-seventh  and  forty-eighth  states,  January  6  and  February  14, 1912. 
The  two  extra  stars  were  added  to  the  end  of  the  curved  row  at  lower  right,  about  5  o'clock,  among  oak  leaves  below  date,  but  without  other  design  modification. 
Barber  evidently  did  this  by  sinking  a  master  die  from  a  1908-11  hub  and  punching  in  the  stars  by  hand,  thereafter  in  turn  raising  working  hubs  from  it  and  sink¬ 
ing  working  dies.

(The 
1931-D  and  1930-S  exist  only  in  Uncirculated  while  most  1921s 
are  Extremely  Fine  or  About  Uncirculated.)  The  1921  is  virtu¬ 
ally  the  same  rarity  as  the  1920-S,  but,  as  rare  as  the  1920-S  is  in 
Uncirculated,  the  1921  still  outclasses  it.  The  estimated  popula¬ 
tion  of  maybe  40-50  pieces  includes  only  dozen  or  so  that  are 
truly  Mint  State.  Furthermore,  most  of  these  rank  in  the  Mint 
State  60  category,  although  there  are  recorded  in  the  population 
databases  a  few  choice  Mint  State  63  examples,  plus  one  or  two 
that  might  reasonably  be  called  gems  but  any  strictly  Uncircu¬ 
lated  1921  must  be  regarded  as  extremely  rare.

The  chronicle  of  the  bank  is  described  in  part  by  Alvin  E.  Rust 
in  his  book  Mormon  and  Utah  Coins  and  Currency.  The  bank  was 
unable  to  obtain  a  charter  from  the  state  of  Ohio,  so  in  early 
1837  it  was  reclassified  as  the  Kirtland  Safety  Society  Anti- 
Banking  Company.  In  this  way,  legally  it  wasn't  a  money  lend¬ 
ing  institution,  even  if  it  acted  like  one!
